Only the 
bridges remain to be finished. It is announced 
that the locomotives will ra-enter Honan next 
autumn. 


The local mandarins at Shanghai state that 
they have learnt officially that the Imperial Court 
arrives at Kaifengfu:next month. According 
to report the Empress Dowager will remain in 
-Honan until Peking is in a settled state. while 
the Emperor will proceed to Peking, his friends 
hope, very soon. : 


The following Seoul telegram dated, the 8th 
inst., has been received in Japan: —Owing to the 
Emperor's opposition fo the French loan, the 
Corean Foreign Minister has tendered his 
resignation.

KONG’S WATER SUPPLY. 


HONG 
|”, (Datly Press, 13th May.) 

Of the Report of the Director of Public 
Works, for the year 1900, no section will be 
read with’ more public interest than that 
which deals with’ the aera of the 
Colony. This question is one which comes 
to the front at’ some time in the course of 
every year.. This year, owing to the eccen- 
tric action of the Water Authority in the 
secund week in April, the Colony was “ en- 
joymg” the intermittent supply which at 
one period or another becomes an annual 
feature. At the present moment we are 
abundantly supplied with water, but this is 
only seasonable. We are not yet in a posi- 
tion, either on the island or on the suaiahaa 
to look forward with equanimity to a long 
dry summer. However, from Mr. Onmssy’s 
Report we can see what is being done to 
put us eventually in such a josition. It 
has béen decided, he says, to proceed-with 
the construction of three more reservoirs in 
the Tytam Vallcy, one of which is being 
commenced this-year, he three-reservoirs 
are to hold seventy, forty, and twenty mil- 
lion gallons respectively, and all are ex pected 
to fill in a wet year, bringing up the totul 
holding power of Tytam Va ey to five 
hundred and thirty million gallons. The 
raising .of Pokfulam to the extent of two 

- feet will add another four million gullons to 
the supply. A new service. reservoir was 
commenced at the end of last year above 
the Military Hospital, to be filled from the 
Bowen: Road beds and reservoir. Mr. 
Ormesy is not opfimistic about the Peak 
supply, which will remain “in a somewhat 
precarious and unsatisfactory state” until the 
Mount Gough reservoir is completed. With 
‘regard to Kowloon, residents there will be glad 
to read Mr. Onmesy’s assurance that “in a 
few hag Kowloon will have a plentiful 
supply of good water, without any pumping, 
from a reservoir to the north of the hills 
bounding the harbour.” A site has been 
found, five‘miles and a quarter from Tsim 
Sha Tui, below the new road to Taipo, for 
& reservoir with a drainage area of 517 acres, 
impounding over. three htindred million 
golloni It is to be noted that valleys now 
reserved for Kowloon's water- 
available for sale after const 
‘new reservoir, aud,as Mr. Onmspy says, good 
building-sites both -for. Europeans and for 
Chinese will be opened. up by the con- 
struction of cross-roads. He adds that, with 
the growth of. British Kowloon in view, 
broad: and ‘straight roads are ‘being, .and 
shouldcontinueto be laid out, aud open spaces 
for parks and recreation grounds reserved— 
n-point'for which" we have always pleaded 
and which we are glad to think is Fept in 
sight by the authorities.

presses very heavily on. most residents—parti- 
cularly Europeans with moderate incomes—the 
Portugaese and the Chinese. In the majority 
of instances the extortions of the landlords are 
akin to robbery, for rents have been jamped un 
without any reason beyond that the owners wish 
to squeeze as much as possible. The Govern- 
ment’s position is that the taxes have increased 
in proportion, and the Government thereby 
participates in flagrant squeezing. Prices of pro- 
visions are continually rising. through the action 
of. monopolists, as the recent Commission proved. 
It is difficult to recognise how the Government 
could interfere in the matter, but it is equally 
difficult to believe that the Government charged 
with the prosperity and welfare of the Colony | 
can remain idle whilst the poorer residents are 
bled month after month by ious landlords 
and rascally monopolists. — Hisowhero in the 
East, under other governments, a vory drastic

' THE “ HEALTH " REPORT. 

The Secretary read the following minute 
from the Colonial Secretary on the subject of 
the Healh Officer’s report for 1900:—“ The 
Medical Officer of Health reports that the 
deaths among Chinese from chest diseases was 
heavier among the boat population than on 
land. This does not agree with the following 
paragraph in wi ich he emphasises, in the some- 
what sensational manner in which this report 
has been prepared, the statement that the pro- 
portion of deaths from respiratory diseases 
which is stated as 51 per 1,000 is intimately 


associated with overcrowded and insanitary - 


dwellings. I find further that, as shown in the 

appendix, the deaths from respiratory disease 

among the non-Chinese was 5.69 per 1,000.

PREVENTIVE MEASURES. . 

This matter was fully discussed at a recen 
meeting of the Sanitary Board, and nimerous 
suggestions were offered as to the means 
that should be adopted to put an effectual 
stop to this method of the poorer Chinese 
of getting rid of what in the majority of in- 
stances prove to be plague cases. The practice, 
as has been pointed out, makes the tracing of 
the source of infection an utter impossibility, 
and so the health of the community is endan- 
gered through the criminal neglect of ignorant 


Chinese, who prefer to harbour disease to re- 
porting an outbreak to the sanitary authorities 
and having their houses disinfected. -- Disinfeo- 


tion is abhorred by the lower-class natives, and 
in order to teach them that the dumping of 
dead will not ensure immunity from it, 
one member of the Board suggested that 
a certain number of houses withim a limited 
area of the .spot where a body was picked u 
should be disinfected. Another member ad. 
vised the infliction of fines upon.all house- 
holders within the area, a third the station- 
ing of watchmen at street-corners, a fourth 
the doubling of the rates for the quarter; and 
so on. The recommendation of Dr. Clark, 
Medical Officer of Health, was that a number 
of soldiers~—men from one of the Indian regi- 
ments stationed in the Colony—should 
enrolled as special constables to patrol the streets 
at night. Atthe last special meeting of the 
Sanitary Board it was intimated that the recom- 
mendation had been approved, and on the 
14th inst., at the Magistracy, twenty-five non- 
commissioned officers and men of the Royal 
Welsh Fusiliers and seventy-five non-commis- 
sioned officers and men of the Hongkong and 
Singapore Battalion Royal Artillery, making 
altogether a total of one hundred men, were 
sworn in as special constables. Their term of 
service is for three months, and their duties are 
to 
and prevent the dumping of dead bodies thereon. 
The step is an important one, and while it can 
hardly fail to achieve the end for which it has 
been taken, it may incidentally serve, by sim- 
lifyin the work of the sanitary authorities, to 
viminish the chances of a further serious 
spreading of plague.

ROWDYISM IN THE STREETS. 


Late on Friday night, the 11th inst., a scene of. . 
excessiverowdyism and brutality was witnesscdin 
Pedder Street, nearly opposite ‘the’ Hongkong 
Hotel. Quite half-a-dosen British bluejackets: 
one of them, by the inscription. on his ‘cap, 
H.M.S. Hermione, all in a state of intoxica- 
tion, were attacking two stokers,- dressed in 
white, also from the Hermione. Both of. the 
unfortunate men were, like the others, under 


not quite so bad'as not to be able for & time to 
offer an effective resistance to his cowardly as- 
sailants. With odds of four to one, he. was 
eventually knocked down, and whilst lying on 
the ground was struck about the head and | 
body by all four, who, ‘finding bim ‘still 
capable of inflicting punishment, "ultimately 
took to kicking him, and ~ cdsitinued’ to 
do so until they had reduced him-to a state 
of semi-uncongciousness, when they left him 
lying stretched full length on the muddy 
pavement. In the meantime the second stoker, 
already almost helpless from the offeots - of 
drink, had been treated in the same inhuman 
manner, snd was lying unconscious : in. the 
middle of the street with the-blood rannin 
from a wound on the head, .In : their. 
way from the scene to cscape possible cap- 
ture, the four bluejackets who had: accounted 
for the first stoker had to pass the. se- 
cond, and one of them. deliberately : lifted 
his foot and kicked the helpless . man 
forcibly on the head. -Not @ policeman was. 
in sight, nor did one arrive «until all. the 
miscreants had gotclear away. The first stoker 
soon after partly recovered, and went with a 
sergeant of police to report the matter at the 
station and give the namea of two of his aasail- 
ants whom he was able to identify, and who, he 
said, were from the same ship as himself. _ The 
second stoker was attended to ‘by three other 
sergeants of police in plain clothes, who dressed 
the injury to his head and had him takea to the 
hospital in a chair.

University Press and copies reached the Colony 
in April, 1900, and wers distributed among 
members of the ‘profession. A committee was 
then appointed to examine and revise the Draft, 
and was composed pf the Chief Justice himself, 
the Acting Puisne Judge, Messrs. H. E 
Pollock, E. H. Sharp; Victor H. Deacon, and 
J. F. Reece. Other professional suggestions 
were invited. Two reyisions were made, and 
the Draft was then sent in to tho Govern- 
ment, submitted to the Council in the form 
of a Bill, and passed into law with no matervial 
alterations. In this form it is now issued to 
the public in a neatly bound volume of 289 
pages. For this edition of the Code Sir John 
Carrington states that he has adopted, with.

Code, by permission of H. E. the Governor.

The winter was, on the’ whole, 4 fine one. The 
cold set in rather later than usual, but now this 
is over, and spring is upon us. 
CONCESSION-HUNTEES. 
With the advent of this season, all the world 
seenis to have awakened to an interest in: the 


‘| “Land of Morning Calm.” It almost deserves 


the name of the “Stormy Land.” New con- 
cessions are required by people of all nation- 
alities, with the exception of Americans, who 
are not so active at the present moment. 
Perhaps it is that they have got all they want. 
Last year the American Syndicate managed 
to obtain contracts for the beginning of bank- 
ing business, the electric lighting of Seoul 
and extension of the electric trams, cleaning 
out the drainage-canal running through the 
centre of the city to the river, the provision 
of a fresh water supply, etc. These are con- 
tracta not to be sneered at. The French have 
opened a Government Scientific School, and 
are providing instructors for the Cavalry and 
Artille Besides this, they are after gold 
and coal-mining concessions, and the contract 
for the building of a railway from Seoul to 
Sendo, the former capital. They are supplying 
the plant, as well as a loan to pay for it. The 
British Pioneer Mining -Co., has lately struck 
what is reported to be avery important coal 
and copper™lode, and they have now got out 
a professor as head-teacher for the Anglo- 
Corean College. The German mining conces- 
sion does not seem to have made a good 
choice of a site, and I hear that endeavours 
are being made to change the selection How- 
ever, the concessionaries are not entirely out 
of it, as they supply the Musical Director of 
the Court and the Medical Adviser. A Ger- 
man school has also been started. The Japa- 
nese have now the farming of the ginseng 
monopoly and the finances of the caput : 
formerly in the hands of the Chief Commissioner 
of Customs. Their railway concessions are n t 
materialising, but in the Mint they have what 
should be a good thing. The Russians do not 
appear to have got quite so much at the 
moment, but with the concession to build a 
railway to Wonsan, and thence to the frontier, 
and a nice site at Wonsan for stations, they 
have not done so badly. Thereis said to have 
lately been some friction about the engagement 
of so many instructors, but this seems to have 
blown over. 

RUSSIAN ADVISER AT FOREIGN OFFICE. 

I am credibly assured that a Russian has been 
engaged as adviser at the Foreign Office, and if 
this is readly the case a gr at deal may turn on 
the appointment. It would be no joke for 
Great Britain and Japan if a Russian were to 
be installed in the F. O., for bearing in mind 
tho many advantages the wily Muscovite already 
possesses in these regions, the hold he has on 
Manchnria and his occupation of Port Arthur, 
it would mean little short of a Russian dominion 


in Corea if he succeeded ix securing to himself.

Previous to joining the vessel 
he was in Government employ, which he re- 
signed in order to take the command, but 
he was not by any means keen on the job. 
His engagement in terms was $250 a month 
for three months and after that $3 0. He had 
spent $40 in ricksha-hire in Saigon, and 
that’ was the amount pro ratu which had 
been allowed him in previous months. Certain- 
ly he took.a carriage and pair on going to town, 
and that was customary. Sometimes he went 
to the agents twice or three times a day: indeed, 
whenever called for.
